FIRE DEPARTMENT HINTS FOR A 
FIRE SAFE CHRISTMAS 

YOUR CHRISTMAS TREE 

When buying your tree try to obtain one that hasn't dried 
out from prolonged storage and remember the larger the tree 
the greater the hazard. 

Just before setting up the tree, saw off the trunk at an angle 
at least one inch above the original cut. 

Place the tree in a secure stand designed for holding water 
and keep the level of the water above the cut the entire time the 
tree is indoors. (Check the water level at least once a day). 

Support the tree well. Don't put it near sources of heat or 
where, standing or fallen, it could block the way out of the room 
in case of fire. 

Artificial trees need care in selection and handling too. 
Plastic and metalized trees can burn. Use the type clearly marked 
as slow burning metals. 

Metal trees are not a fire hazard but may be a shock hazard 
so use only indirect lighting with them.

Editor-In-Chief 
to Retire 

Major-General John M. Rock¬ 
ingham, general officer com- 
maning, western command, since 
October, 1961, [will proceed on 
retirement leave Jan. 15 from 
the Canadian Army. 

Known as "Rocky" from 
coast to coast, Major-General 
Rockingham is most famous for 
having led the Canadian Army 
special force in Korea under 
the United Nations flag. 

In the Second World War, as 
a brigadier, he took command 
of the 9th Canadian Infantry 
Brigade in August, 1944. This 
was the famed Canadian High¬ 
land Brigade which fought ac¬ 
tions of Verrieres and Caen and 
later captured Boulogne. It was 
there that General Rockingham 
accepted the surrender of Lt.- 
Gen. Ferdinand Heim, German 
commander of the Boulogne gar¬ 
rison. 

For gallantry and leadership 
in the Normandy campaign and 
in the crossing of the Rhine, 
Gen. Rockingham was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Order 
and Bar. Later he was appointed 
a Comander of the Order of the 
British Empire (CBE). 

After leading the Canadians 
through the first year of the 
Korean campaign, he was appoin¬ 
ted Companion of the Most Hon¬ 
ourable Order of the Bath (CB) 
and awarded the U.S. Legion of 
Merit (Degree of Commander). 
The University of New Bruns¬ 
wick awarded him an honorary 
doctorate of laws in 1956. 

An ardent sportsman, he is 
co-chairman (with the Hon. 
George Hees) of the fund rais¬ 
ing committee for the Canadian 
Olympic ski team, and president 
of the Canadian Army ski asso¬ 
ciation. 

Major - General Rockingham 
will join Loram, Ltd., at Calgary, 
a long range planning group for 
Mannix Co. Ltd., an engineering 
firm.

1 tsp soda and

HARD SAUCE — 3 COLOUR 

Green Part: 1 cup icing sugar, Zt cup butter, fi tsp rose 
flavouring, green liquid colouring. 

Cream, butter and add sugar gradually and rose flavouring. 
Add a few drops of green colouring. 

White Part: 1 cup icing sugar, Zz cup butter, % tsp vanilla. 
Cream butter, add sugar gradually, and vanilla, mix thoroughly. 

Pink Part: 1 cup icing sugar, J/j cup butter, %' tsp straw¬ 
berry flavouring, red liquid flavouring. 

Cream butter, add sugar gradually, and strawberry flavouring. 
Add a few drops of red colouring and mix thoroughly. 

Line a pound lard carton witH wax pape r and cut off the top. 
Pack the green sauce in the bottom evenly and smoothly. Add 
white part in the same way, then pink on top. Cover with wax 
paper and store in refrigerator until firm and solid. Remove from 
the carton and serve ]/s inch thick and lay this on top of a serving 
of plum pudding. Can be made 1 or 2 weeks before Christmas 
and kept in refrigerator. 


WINE OR BRANDY SAUCE FOR PUDDINGS 

Sufficient for 6 or 7 persons 

Method 

Make Vi pint melted butter as follows: Use Vi Ib of butter, 
3 tbsp flour, about %cups water. Cut the butter into small pieces, 
put it into a saucepan, dredge over with flour, and add the water 
and Vi tsp of salt. Stir one way until ingredients are blended. Let 
it just boil, when it is ready to serve add the sugar and wine or 
brandy.

What can you do to prevent your 
child getting hurt by Christmas 
toys? Get toys suitable to the 
child's abilities. 

It is not always possible to 
judge a child's maturity by his 
chronological age. But in general, 
children under 4 should not have 
cutting toys: children under 8 
should not have shooting toys 
(BB guns, arrows, darts) and 
those under 1 1 should not have 
complex chemistry sets. The 
safety rule is: Don't give a child 
any toy with a potential hazard 
unless the child is mature enough 
to appreciate the hazard. 

Show the child how to use the 
toy and provide him with a safe 
place to use it. For example, 
if you buy him a shooting toy, 
insist that he never point it at 
anyone and set up a range where 
he can use it safely. If he gets 
an air rifle, it's a good idea to 
enroll him in a Gun Club for a 
course in safe gun handling. 
These facilities are normally 
available at Defence establish¬ 
ments. 

By taking these precautions, 
you can be relatively sure the 
toys you get a child this Christ¬ 
mas will bring happiness — not 
tears.

SERVICEMAN RECALLS 
XMAS — 1944 

It hardly seems possible that 
twenty years have elapsed since 
that Christmas in Europe dur¬ 
ing World War II. Most of the 
fellows who were overseas at 
that time will probably recall me¬ 
mories similiar to mine as they 
sit down to this year's feast Avith 
their families and let their minds 
drift back over the years. 

Our outfit, 2 Corps Troops 
Workshop, had moved into a lit¬ 
tle Brabant village called Gef- 
fen, not too far from the River 
Maas and Niimegen. One not¬ 
able thing I recall in that pre¬ 
dominately Roman Catholic vil¬ 
lage was that the policeman was 
Protestant! But whethe r we were 
Protestant, Roman Catholic or of 
some other denomination, the 
people of the village invited us 
into their homes as if we were 
long lost cousins! 

We held our Christmas din¬ 
ner in the village school house, 
which doubled as the town hall, 
just beside the home of the 
schoolmaster. A group of us had 
visited him and his family in 
their friendly home the night be¬ 
fore. Surrounded by a flock of 
children, we had sung ourselves 
hoarse and became exhausted 
from bouncing them on ou r knees 
and imagining that they were our 
own. One of the children, a 
twelve year old girl named Ineke, 
presented me with one of her 
prized possessions, an oil paint¬ 
ing of a vase filled with flowers. 


I still have the painting to re¬ 
mind me of those wonderful 
people. 

Our unit cook excelled him¬ 
self in preparing our dinner. 
Well, it looked like a feast after 
eating all that mutton stew and 
bully beef he had been stuffing 
us with for the weeks before. 
However, we had received spe¬ 
cial rations for Christmas, and 
along with our own donations 
like cake, cookies, candy and 
cigars we had received from 
home, plus a few pints of the 
best from a friendly Canadian 
brewer to wash it down, the 
meal was very satisfactory. 

Even our mascot, a police dog 
called RAF after you know what, 
enjoyed a little extra that day. 
She was a gift to one of our 
officers from Belgian admirers, 
and there was almost an under¬ 
standing look in her eyes as 
she watched us apparently en¬ 
joying the festive occasion. 

The meal was not all enjoy¬ 
ment however. The drone of e- 
nemy scouting planes overhead, 
while failing to dim spirits on 
that Day of Days, reminded me 
of that US bomber shot down 
in our vicinity a few days be¬ 
fore. Along with a feV others, 
I watched as the huge -plane 
circled back from enemy lines, 
spouting smoke, and sputtering 
in its death throes. A few para¬ 
chutes could be seen drifting 
lazily in the sky as they lower¬ 
ed their human cargo to the 
ground. Then the crash! When 
we arrived on the scene a few 
minutes later, there was nothing 


but engines, remnants of the 
massive wings and wheels toss¬ 
ed helter-skelter across the 
ground... and broken bodies. 

I am certain, as I reflect 
back, that many of my compan¬ 
ions at that dinner were think¬ 
ing the same as I. Those fliers 
who did not parachute to safety, 
along with thousands of others, 
had paid with their lives so that 
the celebration of the birth of 
Christ could be maintained for 
years to come. Let us sincerely 
hope that it will not be necessary 
to go through another such or¬ 
deal to preserve our beliefs. As 
we partake of our Christmas 
dinner, and watch our children 
enjoying themselves with such 
freedom, let us pause to utter a 
silent prayer of thanks to those 
who made it possible: to those 
valiant men who made the sup¬ 
reme sacrifice.
